SENATE 


Voorhees Ably Defends 
His Measure 


In a Disquisition of Over an 
Hours Duration. 


Repeal Justifiable as a 
Necessity. 


Silver, However, Will Never Be 
Demonetizede 


Secretary Carlisle to the House—A Bill for 
the Exchange of Bonds—The Mid« 
winter Exposition Meas- 
ure Passed.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Interest in the finan- 
cial discussion in Congress was trans- 
ferred to the Senate today, when Sen- 
ator Voorhees made a great speech 
justifying his position in voting for un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman act. 
Nearly one-third of the entire member- 
ship of the House gathered in the rear 
seats, and the galleries above were 
packed to suffocation. The speech of 
Senator Voorhees was one of his great- 
est efforts, and while the Senator did 
not abate one jot of his past bimetallic 
record, the burden of his argument was 
directed to proving that the repeal of 
the Sherman act was a proposition 
which, as a necessity, could have no 
material effect on the merits of bimet- 
allism as a public policy. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—Senator 
Allen gave notice of an amendment he 
would offer to the Voorhees bill. It 
oneees. in addition to the repealing 
clause of that bill, the provision that 
hereafter standard silver. shall. be 
coined into dollars, halves, quarters 
and dimes at the present ratio of 16 to 
1, under the same conditions as to 
mintage and other charges enforced in 
relation to the coinage of gold, and that 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall, 
without unnecessary delay, cause all sil- 
ver bullion owned by the government 
to be coined into standard silver dol- 
lars, to be legal tender. 

Senator Voorhees then took the floor 
and addressed the Senaté in advocacy 
of the bill reported by him discontinu- 
ing the purchase of silver bullion. He 
explained the action of the President in 
convening the extra session was owing 
to the loss of confidence in the financial 
world. This loss of confidence, he said, 
was not in the credit of the govern- 
ment, which was better today than that 
of any other on the globe. He praised 
the administration for its refusal to 
gratify the demand of capitalists for 
the issue of $300,000,000 more bonds. 

He summarized the element of the 
nation’s financial strength as within 
its own borders, and regretted that 
legislation had checked our foreign 
trade, and had left us today without 
a commercial friend in the world. He 
had faith that the giant evil which 
crippled the commerce of the country 
would be removed with the other evils 
which challenged attention and ac- 
tion. If the true greatness of the 
country was studied, it would be seen 
that the financial panics and alarms 
could have no foundation. 

There was another exceedingly pow- 
erful test of the government’s credit. 
Money was simply a medium for the 
exchange of values. Money was a 
creature and Congress its creator. Gold 
and its alleged intrinsic value went for 
naught as a circulating medium, unless 
the coin bore the stamp of the govern- 
ment. The same official stamp on sil- 
ver or paper at once ennobled them to 
the same quality with gold in purchas- 
ing power, no matter how debased or 
valueless the material may -have be- 
come as commodities by sinister or un- 
wise legislation. . 

There were nine different currencies 
used in transacting the business of this 
country, which are uniform in purchas- 
ing and debt-paying power. Never but 
once had these currencies been dis- 
credited by the government, and that 
would never happen again. It was the 
duty of the government to furnish a 
sound, reliable, constitutional money 
for the people, who are now confronted 
by a law without precedent or parallel 
in American history—a law which had 
resulted in financial panic, alarm and 
distress, and for whose repeal Con- 
gress had been convened. 

He characterized it as a*compromise 
born in an evil hour, the worst and 
darkest that ever befell. the cause of 
bimetallism or the honor and. existence 
of silver money; he characterized it as 


|a Republican measure to induce pro- 


ducers of silver to surrender their 
rights to free coinage. Its creators now 
stood ready to leave their victims of 
misplaced confidence empty-handed, 
without the privilege of the coinage of 
their silver or of selling it as a mercan- 
tile commodity to the government. 

Silver degraded to a commodity could 
no longer hold its place with gold as a 
part of the specie basis of this country, 
and was now staggering under the 
blow, until its enemies predicted, with 
joy, its speedy destruction. 

He congratulated the Democracy 
a single Democratic vote 
had been cast in favor of the act. As 
a bimetallist he voted against the pas- 
sage of the Sherman act, and for the 
same reason would now vote for itg 
repeal. He avowed his unshaking 
faith that silver would remain for- 
ever one of the great and potent fac- 
tors of the world’s commerce in daily 
business transactions. It would 
neither be demonetized nor driven 


away from the habitations of the 
gieater masses of mankind. 
The question had been asked 


whether votes should be given to the 
unconstitutional repeal of the law be- 
eM a substitute had been agreed

Senator Voorhees defended the Presi- 


dent from the chare:

party. He said the I’rvsident had never 
recalled, retracted or explained away a 
single word of his letter of acceptance, 


which was just as binding as when 
first given to the world. He was will- 
ing to stake his faith in the truth and 
honor of-Grover Cle\ lind and his well- 
known fidelity to pledges when once 


made, 
He paid @ high tribute to Secretary 
Carlisle, and said ‘God + help. the 


Democratic party if we are to turn our 
bacKs on such men as the President 
and his Secretary.’ He spoke of the 
ratio as a matter of detail which Con- 
gress would establish on a fair basis. 
He said the people would not toleratea 
Single gold standard, and then ad- 
dressed himself to the denouncement of 
the selfishness and creed of the money 
power, which had done so much to ag- 
gravate the financia! situation. 

He spoke in favor of the present 
pension system as helpful in the dis- 
tribution of: money, and urged the 
necessity for the government provid- 
ing a new circulating medium in place 
of that furnished at present ‘by the 
national banks. “He favored, in addi- 
tion to the money issued by the gOV- 
ernment, a currency, properly guarded, 
issued by State banks. He urged the 
necessity for financial legislation which 
would furnish a sufficient volume of 
currency On practically a specie basis, 


guaranteed by public honor, and, «ee- 
ond, to deprive individuals, corpora- 
tions or syndicates of the power to 


cause a fluctuation in the amount of 
the different currencies in circulation: 
thirdly maintain on a parity gold, 
silver ahd paper money. 

As a fourth point he urged the set- 
tlement of the status of silver money 
by authorizing it to form a portion of 
the specie basis required by the Con- 
stitution, and, fifthly, he demanded 
the overthrow of the dangerous central- 
ization of the money power now ex- 
isting at the money centers in the 
hands of a few individuals, by giving 
the people of the States the right of 
home rule on the subject of money, 
thus securing them_a home cireulation. 
To these five propositions he added a 
carefully-adjusted and? graded income 
tax as the most equitable and upright 
measure for providing a government 
revenue. 

The delivery of the speech occupied 
one hour and thirty-five minutes. 
After Senator Voorhees took his seat, 
he was congtfatulated by many. Sen1- 
tors. The debate was continued by 
Senator Dubois of idaho in opposition 
to the bill. 

There was not a Senator on the floor, 
he said, who had not been elected on a 
platform which pledzes him to bimetal- 
lism. He insist. . that no representa- 
tive of the peopie had a moral right, by 
his vote or on his own judgment, to put 
the country on a gold standard. It 
would be a betrayal of the people. 

Senator Palmer argued in support of 
the bill It could not be fairly as- 
sertéd, he said, that the President did 
not favor the use of both gold and sil- 
ver as the standard money of the coun- 
try, nor did it follow that because the 
President failed to say a word with 
reference to bimetallism in his recent 
message to Congress that he would dis- 
approve of legislation, providing for the 
coinage of both metals that would be 
of equal exchangeable and _ intrinsic 
value. He expressed the opinion that 
a majority of the American people not 
only approve but would rapturously 
applaud legislation that would establish 
and maintain the bimetallism of the 
Chicago convention. He believed, how- 
ever, that in the present state of the 
market it was beyond the power of any 
finite mind to fix a ratio of silver to 
gold, because the market value of sil- 
ver was in a stute of chronic fluctua- 
tion. 

The bill having been laid aside, and 
the case of the Montana Senatorship 
laid before the Senate, a motion to lay 
that aside informally and proceed to 
the consideration of the bill to increase 
national bank circulation was made by 
Senator McPherson, and agreed to. 
The bill was taken up, the question 
being on the amendment offered by 
Senator Cockre!!, for the redemption of 
such 2 per cent. bonds as may be of- 
fered, and for payment in a new issue 
of treasury notes. Senator Stewart 
took the floor, and set out to antago- 
nize some. positions taken in Senator 
Voorhees’s speech. After a brief de- 
bate, the banking bill and amendment 
went over without action. 

A resolution was offered by Senator 
Peffer, and went over until tomorrow, 
cg}ling on the Secretary of the Treasury 
for a report as to whether national 
banks in Boston, New York and Phila- 
delphia were being conducted in viola- 
tion of the law; whether they are pay- 
ing depositors’ checks promptly in 
lawful money and whethér they are 
demanding rates of interest higher 
than those provided by law for loans 
of money or discounting notes. 

Adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The Speaker laid before the 
House a communication from the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in response to 
a resolution of the House, asking for 
information relative to the purchase 
and coinage of silver under the Sher- 
man act. It was ordered printed. It 
sets forth the following facts: 

From August 13, 1890, to August 14, 
1893, the department has purchased 
161,521,000 fine ounces of silver, costing 
$150,669,459. The highest price paid was 
$1.29% per ounce on August 20, 1890; 
the lowest was 69 cents per ounce on 
July 24, 1893. . 

Treasury notes to the amount of 
$150,115,985 have been issued in pay- 
ment for silver bullion, of which $114,- 
636 have been redeemed in standard 
silver dollars an! retired since August 
1, 1893. Up to August , 1893, $49,184,- 
160 treasury notes have been redeemed 
in gold. There have been $26,087,185 
in standard. dollars coined from the 
bullion purchased under the act of 
1890. 

On August 14, the government owned 
Of the silver purchased under the act 
of 1890, 133,161,375 ounces, costing $121,- 
217,677.

The surprise of the day was the 
speech of Representative Hepburn. He 
disagreed with his party colleagues, and 
emphatically declared against the re- 
peal of the Sherman -law. That law, 
he contended, was beneficial its 
offects, and should not be repealed. 

Representative Lane of Illinois 
spoke in support of free coinage, and 
Representative Newlands of Nevada 
voiced the demand of his region, and 
vigorously advocated free coinage. 

Representative Bynum advocated 
the Wilson bill. and highly eulogized 
the action of Secretary Carlisle for his 
refusal to issue bonds. 

Representative Jones of Virginia op- 
posed unconditional repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause, and favored free coin- 
arr. 

Recess was then taken till 8 p.m. 

At the evening session, Representa- 
tive Ellis of Kentucky, spoke in favor 
of free coinage; Representative de 
Forest of Connecticut spoke vigor- 
ously for repeal. He asserted the cry 
for relief came not so much from 
the rich and powerful, as from the 
humble, poor, from the worthy .and 
industrious masses. 

Representative Arnold of Missouri 
denied. there was any condition in the 
country to justify the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, which would follow the 
repeal of the Sherman law. . 

Representative Willlams of Mis- 
sissipp| spoke in favor of free: coin- 
age. In the name of the farmers 
and laborers, he protested against 
a minority of the Democratic party 
joining the Republican party in re- 
pealing the Sherman law. 

Representative Tracey of New York 
vehemently asserted that when the 
vote came a majority of ‘the Demo- 
crats would be found voting for un¢on- 
ditional repeal. Representative Will- 
iams replied that would never occur 
in this world. He predicted that after 
the next election monometallic Demo- 
crats would find themselves without 
protection, either at home or on the 
Republican side. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Williams's 
speech the House adjourned. 


THE BANKERS. 


What They Have to Say on the 
Situation. 


The Association Convention Postponed Be- 
cause of the Crisis—Distrust Engen- 
dered by Silver Purchases—Re- 
peal Recommended.

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The American Bankers’ 
Association is now issuing a circular to 
all banks and bankers of the United 
States stating..that the extraordinary 
monetary crisis has constrained the as- 
sociation to postpone its annual con- 
vention called for Séptember 6 and 7 at 
Chicago. Phis will prevent such ex- 
pression upon the part of the associa- 
tion as the financial situation demands, 
and the officers feel it incumbent upon 
themselves to speak for the association. 

They Say it is manifest that the im- 
mediate cause of the prolonged strin- 
gency is a fear and apprehension of 
disaster engendered in the minds of the 
people by the continued purchase of 
silver by the government, and by the 
increasing issues of its obligations re- 
deemable in gold; which fear and ap- 


prehension can only be rgmoved and 
confidence be restored by removal 
of the cause. It is believed 
that the bankers of the  coun- 
try wil understand and_ realize 
this to a great, if not to a greater 
extent than any other class of 
citizens, and it therefore becomes 
such of them as fully realize this 


to urge upon their §fellow-citizens 
and upon Congress the great neces- 
sity for the immediate and uncondi- 
tional repeal of the silver purchasing 
clause of the Sherman silver act. 


The repeal of this clause is de- 
manded in the interests of those 
favoring a gold standard, and those 


favoring the use of silver with gold, 
as the continued purchase of enorm- 
ous quantities of silver with gold ob- 
ligations, can only result in the final 
inability of the government to re- 
deem such obligations in gold. The 
continued overproduction and the 
consequent further depreciation of 
silver is renderfng the prospect of any 
international agreement for its more 
general use throughout the world 
more hopeless than at present.

IMPRUDENT MILITIA. 


Fatal Outcome of a Railway 
Company’s Action. 


Track Torn Up Because of a Violation of Or- 
dinances—Two Men Killed and Five 
Wounded—The Leader 
is in Jail. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
'GILBERTON (Pa.,) Aug. 22. — (By 
the Associated Press.) The tearing up 
of the Schuylkill Traction Company’s 
tracks here last night, by the borough 
officials, because of a vielation of ‘the 
ordinances, resulted most disastrously. 
When the company officials heard of 
it, they sent a force of men to effect 
a settlement. When the break in the 
road was reached, President Jones of 
the traction company, ‘with Richard 
Amour, of .Shenandoah, chief of the 
company’s police, got off the car, and, 
in a few minutes, effected a settle- 
ment, and the work of tearing up was 
stopped. 

In the car were a number of men 
taken on at Girardville, members of 
the National Guard, who had with 
them rifles belonging to the company. 
While the railway officials were en- 
gaged in conversing with the borough 
officers, some of the crowd taunted 
the men on board the car, and called 
out: “Where's the Girardville militia?’ 
John Briggs of Girardville stepped 
out, and saying, ‘‘Here we are,” fired 
into tha crowd, killing Richard 
Paifitt. Chief Amour and President 
Jones had settled the trouble, and 
Briggs shot over’ Amour's shoulder. 
This immediately enraged the people, 
and stones were thrown. The shots 
from the car became general, and for 
awhile the battle raged furiously. 
Chief Amour, while trying to stop the 
fight, was fatally shot by one of his 
men. 

In addition to § Paifitt, 
Hughes, aged 19, of Gilberton, 
killed; Richard Connors and Evan 
David were shot and fatally wounded: 
James Hullahan had his skull frac- 
tured by a stone, and may die, Briggs, 
who. started the riot, was shot by a 
companion, but was not seriuosly 
wounded. He, and Arthur Wiville, 
also a member of the  Girardville 
militia, are in the Pottsville jail. The 
Sheriff is now in possession of the 
tracks to prevent any disturbances 
which may arise tonight.

AFTER THE GREATERVILLE GOLD. 

Colorado capitalists have returned 
from viewing the big Greaterville gold 
fields. They found things entirely to 
their satisfaction there, and say they 
will return shortly and begin work. 
The fields are the bi t placering 
proposition in the United States. A\l- 
ready, by primitive. methods, $2,000,000 
in dust and nuggets has been re- 
moved from there. By hydraulic min- 
ing, piping the water from a neighbor- 
ing canyon, seven miles away, they es- 
timate that $3,000,000 can be taken 
from 1000 acres there, 200 men are 
placering there with rockers. 
ANOTHER RAILROAD FOR TUCSON. 

The North and South Railroad, now 
under construction this side of Pres- 
cott, has decided to build its line 
through to Tucson and up the Santa 
Cruz Valley to Calabasas, and all idea 
of building up the San Pedro Valley to 
Benson has been abandoned. The com- 
pletion of this road to Tucson will 
awaken the old pueblo to @ new ac- 
tivity that will closely approximate a 
boom, and it will insure its supremacy 
as the commercial center of the Terri- 
tory. 

A MOUNTAIN OF PAINT. 

Twelve or fifteen miles northeast of 
the Superstition mine is a mountain 
which is composed of what is sup 
to be chrome iron or mineral paint. 
There are several old tunnels in the 
mountain which are only partly filled 
up by the debris of time. Targe 
palo verde trees grow in the mouths 
of the tunnels. It is supposed that 
the paint. with which the ancient pot- 
tery, found so abundantly’ through- 
out this country was painted, was ob- 
tained from these tunnels.

ARMED TRAINMEN.

The track 
walkers will travel in couples, and 
carry, besides their firearms, a few 
light “combination tools that may be 
used in repairing any slight break in 
the track, torpedoes and a red lantern 
for the purpose of signaling trains, and 
a white light for use in case of repairs. 
The lanterns will not be lighted unless 
absolutely needed, the men walking in 
the dark. The beat of each pair of 
track-walkers is fixed at two and a half 
miles, and they are expected to be con- 
stantly moving over it, and to makea 
trip an hour from one end of their beat 
to the other. 

The Examiner of Monday says that 
the attempted wrecking on last Friday 
night of two freight trains near May- 
field station, on the Coast division of 
the Southern Pacific, has worried the 
officials of that company not a little, 
but the trainmen are worrying far more 
than the officers. Division Superin- 
tendents Haydock, Wilder and Assist- 
ant General Superintendent Pratt had 
a long conference yesterday morning, 
an unusual thing, as the officers of the 
railroad company, generally keep away 
from work on Sundays. 

The trainmen are very uneasy. “The 
company loses its property when a 
train is wrecked, but the trainmen 
lose their Nives or are crippled,’’ said 
an engineer yesterday. “‘Track-walk- 
ers ain’t going to help us much unless 
they put on good men and make the 


length of their patrol short ough 
for them to cover it at least once 
every forty-five minutes. I hope 


they'll find the guilty parties, and if 
they do they’ had better keep them 
away from the _ railroad men, for 
they'll get mighty little time to argue 
the question. We run enough risks 
without having train-wreckers to con- 
tend with. Most all the crews will 
carry firearms on the trains hereafter, 
and if they get a chance such as More- 
ley had the other night they will get 
the man they want.”

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Government Telegraphs in Germany. | 


Now that there is considerable talk | 
in this country regarding government 
ownership and control ef telegraphs 
and railroads, it is interesting to see 
how they work these things in Ger- 
many, where the government service | 
has been brought to ereat perfection. 
Dr. Hofmeister, director of the Ger- 


man telegraph system, is Visiting San 
Francisco, and has been telling a Call 
reporter how they do things at home. 

In Germany the mail, the telegraph 
and the telephone are combined in one 
department. Dr, von Stephan is at its 
head. and since 1876 his strong per- 
sonality has been bent to this one end, 
that in the matter of intercommunica- 


tion the people shall have a_ perfect 
service at the minimum of cost. His 
isuceess has been wonderful. His 


theory is that effective service at low 
rates multiplies business. His slogan 
was “Reduce the tariff.” 

The charge for a_ ten-word 
sage to any part of the empire is 1242 
cents American money. It is the same 
fer five miles as for five hundred. For 
the telephone 25 cents is charged for 
five minutes’ conversation, irrespec- 
tive of distance. Individual subscrib- 
ers are charged $36 a year for the use 
of the telephone, and there is no charge 
for switches. At these low rates there 
is a handsome surplus every year, 
which is turned into the general treas- 
ury. The combination of the mail, 
telegraph and telephone systems 
greatly reduces expenses in a small 
place, one man acting as postal clerk, 
telegraph operator and telephone man- 
ager. 

One of the most: striking features of 
the telegraph system in Germany is 
the fact that all wires are laid under 
ground. Overhead wires were abol- 
ished long.age, not only in cities but 
throughout the empire. In place of 
them there are underground cables, 
containing seven hard-copper wires, 
constructed like submarine cables and 
incased in iron pipes like gas mains. 

yermany one gigantic ‘spiderweb 
of underground cables. Main lines 
radiate from Berlin to the outermost 
edges of the country, and these radi- 
ating lines are joined together at reg- 
ular intervals. “Spiderweb” exactly 
describes the system. With this net- 
work under the earth no meteorolog- 
ical disturbance, however severe, can 
interfere with the perfect working of 
the wires from Berlin to any part of 
the realm. No invading army could 

“cut the wires’ unless it dug trenches 
over the face of the empire. 

When Dr. -Hofmeister was asked to 
state the chief difference in the tele- 
graph service in his country and this 
he said it consisted in the fact that 
in Germany they did more for small 
towns and villages all over the empire. 
They have it arranged so that the 
smallest commuinty has a service for 
letters, newspapers, packages . and 
money, also an efficient telegraph and 
telephone service.

Then there is another class of half-pay 
officers and retired civil servants, who 
manage to keep up an air of gentility 
upon the interest of their savings. 
Such men fall an easy prey to the 
glib-tongued promoter, when he offers 
them a rate of interest which, to En- 
glish eyes, appears immense. 

Every time that English investors 
get badly hit, as they have been dur- 
ing the past couple of years, there is, 
of course, a temporary disinclination 
to branch out, but so enormous is the 
amount of superfluous British capital 
which is forced to seek an outlet that 
it is never very long before the golden 
stream is again flowing from the little 
isfand to the uttermost parts of the 
earth—building railroads in Asia, oper- 
ating gas works in South America, and 
developing gold mines in California. 
It is popular just now to howl about 
the influence of British gold, but Brit- 
ish gold is a very useful thing to have 
the use of sometimes. 


An Honest Dollar. 
Congressman Bryan of Nebraska is 


reported to have said in a recent 
speech: 
“They tell about an honest dollar, 


but I tell you there never was an 
honest dollar. It would have to be one 
that always had the same purchasing 
power, and that is quite impossible to 
fix. Whoever talks of an honest dol- 
lar is am ignoramws or a fool.” 

Commenting upon this remark, an 
Eastern contemporary very properly 
says: 


“It strikes us that is an unwise ut- 
terance from the lips of a professed 
friend of silver coinage. The tnan 
who wants any other than an honvst 
standard or measure of value is an 
ignoramus or knave. We have been 
striving to secure an honest, abund- 
ant, and stable curreficy, whereby the 
interests of producers and consumers, 
creditors “and debtors alike may be 
conserved. And the honest and in- 
telligent advocate of bimetallism doves 
not for a moment allow that the silver 
dollar, bearing the national stamp, is 
not fully as good, honest and 
serviceable as its. golden compeer. 
The bulk of the exchanges of the coun- 
try will always be made by checks, 
drafts, or other paper representatives 
of value, but as a basis thereof the 
precious metals will serve their pur- 
pose, like unto the ballast of a full- 
ireighted ship. And the faith of the 
nation should be pledged to maintain 
the honesty and parity of its dul 
coinage.”’ 


Senator Voorhees, in his speech yes- 
terday, made several statements which 
will meet with general approbation. He 
urged the necessity of financial legisla- 
tion to maintain on a parity gold, silver 
and paper money, also legislation which 
would furnish a sufficient volume of 
currency on practically a specie basis, 
guaranteed by public honor. Mr. Voor- 
hees’s recommendation that a new cir- 
culating medium be provided in the 
place of that furnished at present by 
the national banks will be approved. of 
by many. As to the suggestion of a 
graded income tax, that is a plan 
which many would like to see adopted, 
but there are great difficulties in the 
way, not the least of which is the in- 
quisitorial character of such a tax, and 
the inequality which it would work in 
taxation. 


A correspondent who has had much 
experience in Wall street attributes the 
present financial stringency to the ac- 
tion of a gigantic clique in that nest of 
gamblers, which he believes has 
“rigged’’ the market in order to profit 
by the high rates of interest. and the 
decline in stocks. The speculative fea- 
tures of the money market have as- 
sumed such gigantic and far-reaching 
phases during the past few years that 
nothing in this:line would surprise the 
public. Such gamblers and wreckers, 
who unsettle values, are enemies alike 
of the capitalist, manufacturer, farmer 
and workingman. 


Times in Kansas are so hard that 
the people are curtailing their religi- 
ous expenses. The town of Ashland, 
that State, has seven ministers, and 
recently resolved to dispense with the 
services of six of them. A vote was 
taken on the question of which one 
was to retained, and the Methodist 
won, the other six being discharged. 
Other towns are preparing to do the 
same thing. This is Christian unity 
with a whereas, and no mistake. 


A Texas Congressman by the name 
of Abbott,’ who is serving his fourth 
term, is .very frank in his talk on th 
pension anestion.

Abbott should have qualified that re- 
mark by excepting Mexican pensions 
to Southern brigadiers.

Now comes the agile Mrs. Eli Potter 
of Kansas City, who ran for Mayor 
of that town last spring, who declares 
she will capture the Kansas. State 
Republican Convention “if she has to 
wade in blood up to her ears.”

It is reported from Washington that 
Delegate Marcus Smith of Arizona is 
seriously ill with typhoid fever.

He is sup- 
posed to have a first call on the Sen- 
atorship, when Arizona shall be ad- 
mitted as a State.

The First to Make a Long Trip 
. by Balloon. 


The First-Prisoner of the War—First Man to 
Witness a Battle from « Balloon— 
First Man to Scale the Moun- 

tains by Blectricity. 


More than thirty-two years ago, in 
the city of Newburyport, Mass., I took 
upa morning paper ahd read that ‘6n a 
certain day in April, 1861, an aeronaut 
in Cincinnati had launched a balloon 
(with himselfin it) at 4 a.m. and at 12 
noon of the same day had landed in 
South Carolina. This was, up to that 
date, the longest aerial voyage ever 
made, and its incredible rapidity has 
never been surpassed. Furthermore, 
our bold balloonist had another honor 
which distinguishes him among all the 
men either directly or indirectly con- 
nected with late unpleasantness. "’ 
He was the first prisoner made by the 
Confederates. Six days before nis ad- 
venturous voyage Fort Sumter had 
fallen (the garrison not being kept as 
prisoners,) and as‘this young air navi- 
gator was from ‘‘a foreign country’’ 
inimical to the sovereign State of South 
Carolina, he suffered a short imprison- 
ment. He had thus the honor of being 
the first of scores of thousands who 
were imprisoned in the Southern States 
after hostilities were declared. This 
distinction of first prisonership belongs 
to T. S. C. Lowe, now of Pasadena. 

This aeronautic 


coln, and, as the daring young man 
was supposed to be ‘‘an Ohio man’”’ (a 
mistake, as he was trom New Hamp- 
shire,) Secretary Chase was called upon 
to pat the navigator of the heavens 
to come to Washington to organize a 
balloon observation corps. The first 
Napoleon had ordered a few experi- 
ments in this line with the old fire 
balloons without success; butin 1861 
was organized the first regular aeros- 
tatic observations scientifically and sys- 
tematically entered upon for war pur- 
poses. T. S. C. Lowe was the first of- 
ganizer and head ‘of such a corps. | 

About the middie of July, 1862, I 
was in my old “‘stamping ground,’’ the 
city of Rio de Janeira, Brazil, where 
the mail from the United States via 
England (we then had no direct steamer 
communication from South America) 
arrived, and in the American papers I 
read a dispatch to the effect that, at the 
conflict known as that of Fair Oaks, 
‘during the whole of the battle of this 
morning Prof. Lowe's balloon was over- 
looking the terrible scene from an alti- 
tude of 2000 feet. Telegraphic com- 
munication from the balloon to Gen. 
McClellan, and in direct connection 
with the military wires, was success- 
fully mciotained. Every movement of 
the enemy was obvious and was in- 
stantly reported. This is believed to 
be the first time in which a balloon 
reconnoissance has been successfully 
made during a battle.’’ Before this and 
afterward, including the battle of Get- 
tysburg, this same voung man did good 
service by these aerial reconnoissances. 

When our war was over I was still 
where my duties led me—in Rio de 
Janeiro. One day I was introduced to 
an American, a representative of T. 8S. 
C. Lowe. Then wasa most important 
crisis for Brazil. In 1865, in the midst 
of profound peace, without a mément's 
warning. and forno other cause than 
the whims of a petty despot, Brazilian 
steamers were seized by President So- 
lano Lopez, of the so-called republic of 
Paraguay, and Brazilian citizens peace- 
fully engaged in commercial trangac- 
tions were, without accusation of trial, 
hurled into prison and treated in the 
vilest and*most: crnel manner. Access 
by the River Platte andits affluence to 
two most important provincesof Bra- 
zil—access secured by solemn treaty— 
was thus suddenly cut off, and the pres- 
tige of the most stable government in 
South America was endangered , by the 
tyrannical and wunreasoning Lopez. 
That war had already dragged three 
weary years, and seemed almost hope- 
less for Brazil, on account of the unap- 
proachableness of Paraguay. Dense, 
virgin forests, impenetrable jungles, 
extensive marshes and a fiet-work of in- 
numerable little rivers connected with 
the main stream, affordedijthe Paraguay- 
ans, who knew every inch of the terri- 
tory, the greatest facilities for offense 
and defense. 

The late ex-Emperor of Brazil was at 
that time in his prime, and was not the 
invalid of the last vears of his reign. 
While the Brazilians were discouraged 
throughout the empire, their ruler was 
hopeful, but saw that heroic treatment 
must be used. Greater numbers of 
men, longer range cannon and iron- 


_clads must be brought to the front. 


More than that, there must be some 
means found to discover the wherea- 
bouts of the enemy. Dom Pedro re- 
called the war of the rebellion in the 
United States, and the part that was 
played in balloon reconnoissances. He 
immediately sent to North America, in- 
viting T. S. C. Lowe to come down and 
help the Brazilians. But duties at home 
prevented this; however, Mr. Lowe 
sent down men, trained by him, with 
aerostatic plant and materials bearing 
his name, and, under his instructions, a 
corps for observation was formed in 
Brazil. The Emperor’s offer to Mr. 
Lowe was a very handsome one, 
viz., the position and salary of 
brigadier-general and a generous 
pension - for life, but he did not 
see his way clear to accept the flatter- 
ing honor and emoluments. The end, 
however, was accomplished—the bal- 
loon-observations played a most impor- 
tant. part, the enemy was discovered 
and reached, Brazil gained the upper 
hand, secured her treaty-rights and put 
anend to one of the most pestilential 
petty despots that ever cursed South 
America. 

Years passed by, and Mr. Lowe is 
found in California. Threescore years 
find him stillin the prime of activity, 
and his last enterprise is the greatest, 
the boldest and perhaps the most 
enduring. Bishop Berkeley, 100 years 
ago, said: ‘Time's noblest offspring.is 
the last.’’ To surmount by electricity 
the foothills beyond Pasadena, to climb 
still higher and conquer the Sierra 
Madre, presenting the beauties and the 
picturesque grandeur of Southern Cali- 
fornia, is assuredly the ‘‘noblest off- 
spring’ that has emanated from Mr. 
Lowe’s brain. It is well, therefore, 
that Pasadena, so greatly benefited by 
this new improvement, should today 
decree a holiday, and that such men as 
Gov. Marktam, P.. M. Green, Prof. 
iKeves, Mayor Weed and others should 
honor the man whose enterprise has 
evoked the mountain railway up the 
Sierra Madre. 

The words ‘pluck and enterprise 
exactly fit his case, for without these 
qualities there never would have been 
achieved the railroad to the Rubio 
Canyon and the still loftier flight up 
Echo Mountain, giving us a finer view 
than from the Rigi in Switzerland, and 
a more magnificent sweep of vision 
than the combined grandeur of moun- 
tain, plain and bay as seen from the 
summit of Vesuvius. Both the Rigi and 
Vesuvius are reached by mountain rail- 
ways, where the cars are propelled by 


steam—either stationary or by loco-

THE GIANT CLIQUE. 


Wall-street Gamblers at Their 
Work. 


A Colossal Combine Which Exports and Im- 
ports Gold by the Millions, and 
_ *Balls’’ and ‘‘Bears"’ the 
Market at Will. 


The following letter is by a keen man 
of affairs, who speaks from personal 
knowledge. based upon years of close ob- 
servation in Wall street, New York: 


LONG BEACH, Aug. 21.--(Tothe Editor 
of The Times.) I notice by your tele- 
graphic reports in The Times of the 19th 
inst. that $4,500,000 (£900,000) of gold 
‘had been received in New York from En. 

land on Friday last, the 18th, and that 

5,300,000 additional would leave Liver- 

lon Saturday, the 19th, for New York. 

His, with the $10,000,000 returned to 
New York from England within the last two 
weeks, makesin the aggregate about $20.,. 
000,000 of gold, either received at, or on 
the way to, New York, and iI 
think it in a great measure con. 
firms my statement published in The Times 
of the Gth inst. I then said that the $80,- 
‘000.000 of gold that bad beer shipped to 
England last spring had been exported by 
the great Wall street clique of speculators 
for the sole purpose of affecting the money 
market, andthat when the clique had re- 
purchased their stocks, and were ready for 
an advance in prices, they would bring 
back this gold which they had sent ont of 
the country in the earlier part of the game 
when they wanted to crush prices. Let it 
be remembered that the balance of trade 
is still against this country, and there is 
not the slightest pretence that this gold is 
now coming back to America to settle any 
differences in trade. 

This combination of speculators, by its 
shipments of gold, and by its locking up of 
many millions of moneyin this country, 
marked the rate of interest, a few weeks 
ago, up to 300 per cent. per annum. But 
now, judging trem the return of gold, and 
the low rate of interest once more in Wall 
street (3 per cent. per annum,) 1 should say 
thatthe clique is loaded up again with 
stocks, bought during the past few weeks, 
and want to see higher prices. | 

It will be interesting to watch the deings 
of this giantcombination for the next few 
weeks. Thus far, since November last, 
their methods have been precisely the 
Same as they werein the autumn of 1890 
and spring of 1891, when, it will be remem- 
bered, we had the same financial trouble as 
now, and Mr. Goshen, the English Chancel- 
lor of the Exchtquer, urgently recom- 
mended some action by Parliament torelieve 
the monetary stringency, and our Congress 
discussed various measures for the same 
purpose. But by mid-summer of 1891, 
the giant combination, having reledsed the 
hundreds of millions they had been lockiug 
up. financial! affairs naturally became much 
easier and continued so up to Mr. Cleve- 
land's election last November. 

It looks as though the present financial 
pinch -would be relieved in the same way, 
unless Congress should undertake to re. 
model our tariff laws; if so, the giant com. 
bination may see another opportunity of 
making a few more millions by continuing 
the financial stringency. ° 

There is but little doubt that this clique 
have been more successful than usual, and 
added many millions to their fortunes in 
this campaign of less than twelve months. 

As proof of what’ unscrupulous men can 
do in this way, it is onlv necessary to recall 
the fact that Jay Gould and Jim Fisk made 
their first appearance in Wall street only 
about thirty years ago with comparatively 
limited capital. Yet when Mr. Gould died 
a few months ago he left a fortuneof about 
$80,000,000 (many of his most intimate 
friends say it was nearer $100,000,000,) 
the greater part of which he had accumu- 
lated in the last fifteen years of his life.

‘MIDWINTER FAIR. 


General Plans for the Grounds | 


and Buildings Completed. 


Types and Styles of Architecture as Agreed 
Upon—Dimensions of the Principal: 


The general landscape and outlay 
plan for the grounds and buildings of 
the California Midwinter International 
Exposition at San Francisco has been 
finished, submitted, and accepted by 
the Executive Committee, and work 
will begin immediately. The types 
and style of architecture on which 
the designs for the buildings are be- 
ing prepared will deviate entirely 
from a style somewhat overdone, 
and the edifices intended to adorn 
the site of the exposition in Golden

NEW TESTIMONY. 


What Mr. Grant Saw 
and Heard. 


Yesterday’s Developments in the 
é Young Case. 


Charles Bush Brings Suit on Prom- 
issory Note. 


Mrs. Louis Mesmer, nee Jennie Swan, the 
Alleged Maker of the Instrument— 
Claim of $36,000 Against 
the Bradburys. 


Yesterday was a bad day for the de 
fense in the Young murder trial, and 
last night, as the session of court in 
Department One was brought to a 
close, it seemed as if freedom, in the 
eyes of the public at least, was farther 
away than ever from the oily “mac,” 
who is accused of having caused the 
death of Irene O’Brien in an Alameda- 
street “crib” one night during April 
last. 

The reason for the prevalence of this 
impression was that the prosecution 
has supplied the lacking bit of evidence 
necessary to presumably fix the crime 
definitely by corroborative proof. 

The witness who gave the important 
testimony was Donald Grant. 

During all the former trials of 
Young, the girl Lulu Dorman has fur- 
nished the strongest evidence against 
the “mac.” She has told her story 
over and over again, and it has not 
varied in the slightest from that first 
related. In brief, she said that on the 
night the O’Brien woman was burned 
she heard a scream and ran to the réar 
door of her ‘“‘crib’’ to see what was the 
matter. A moment later she saw 
Young run from Irene’s place out the 
back door. He seemed very much ex- 
cited, and in his haste became entan- 
gied in a clothes-line stretched across 
the yard. When Lulu addressed him, 
he muttered an oath and exclaimed, 
“Have me arrested, you —— ——!"’ and 
then ran on out into the street. That 
was the lastethat Lulu Dorman saw of 
him at that time, and she was positive 
that she could have made no mistake 
about the man. : 

Owing to the slight dependence placed 
upon the word of women of that vari- 
ety, it was natural that the Dorman 
girl's testimony should be discredited 
somewhat,.in the absence of other af- 
firmative statements. To overcome this 
tendency, the District Attorney has all 
the while n endeavoring, and Mr. 
Grant is the witness who appears at 
last to clear the point of possible doubt, 
inasmuch as is able to fully cor- 
roberate the testimony of Lulu Dor- 
man 


Grant is a respected citizen, who has 
hitherto abstained from telling what he 
knew through a desire to keep himself 
out of the unpleasantness attending the 
case,’ The fact that he could give very 
strong - testimony, however, finally 
leaked out, and yesterday he appeared 
in court on a subpoena for the people. 
What he said was a surprise for the de- 
fense, and a cause for much exultation 
on the part of the prosecution. 

The witness testified that on the 
night Irene O'Brien was burned he had 
gone down on Alameda street on busi- 
ness, and, in the course of the evening, 
went into Jean Lenert’s saloon. While 
in the rear of the place drawing some 
water he hgatd the scream and started 
out to see what was the matter. “I 
went around near the doors of the 
cribs,”” he mid, knocked at one of 
the rear entrances. The door was 
opened by a woman who, when I asked 
her what was the matter, told me to go 
away from there. (The door knocked 
at was Lulu Dorman’s.) I was about 

so, when one of the 
doors was suddenly thrown 
‘a man_ rushed i out. 
‘back to the woman 
from whose door I had just stepped, 
addressing her with much profanity 
and saying. “‘Have me arrested, you 
— —.’ He ran into the clothes-line 
first, and, after disengaging himself, 
hurried out ef the yard. He passed 
within about ‘four feet of me, and I 
saw him quite distinctly. I could not 
Say positively that this_was the man 
(pointing to the plaintiff,) but if he 
had on a mustache I might be able to 
identify him.” 

Such was the substance of the testi- 
mony of Mr. Grant. A number of other 
witnesses were examined, but none 
who had not. previously testified in the 
case. It is thought that the people 
will rest their side this morning.

Agybody who is conversant with the 
vine industry knoWs that the pbylloxera is 
the most dreaded of all vine pests, and its 
prevalence is the cause for general alarm 
among the cultivators of the vine. Ever 
since it was first discovered, some months 
ago, aneffort has been made to ann | it 
out ip its iufancy, before it could spread to 
adjacent vineyards and therefore ovtain a 
more substantial foothold, The progress 
of the work, however, has been greatly re- 
tarded by the lack of co-operation of the 
owner of the vineyard, an ignorant Ger- 
man named Fred Rohrs, who, it seems, has 
concluded that there is now an voppor- 
tunity to force the county to purchase his 
land at a handsome, if not an unreasonable 
figure. He has foc months objected to the 
work done upon the vineyard by Prof. 
Pierce and the horticultural commission- 
ers, and yesterday (Tuesday) he capped 
the climax by absolutely refusing to allow 
Prof. Pierce and Sir John Bdlle, a repre- 
sentative of the Austrian government, who 
is making a tour of the world in the inter- 
est of horticulture, to enter the vineyard 
so asto make an examination of the roots 
ot the remaining dead stocks in the ground. 
With the horticultural industry, not only 
of Orange county, but of Southern Califor- 
nia at stake, itis high time that the people 
become sufficiently aroused as tothe danger 
that is awaiting thei to take immediate 
steps toward the final extermination of this 
pest. So far, there has been bat little said 
in the press of the county about the malady, 
for the reason that it Was hoped the pest 
could be exterminated quietly and without 
working an inconvenience or injustice to 
any person or community cby undue pub. 
licity. The actions of Mr. Rohtrs now, how. 
ever, preclude the possibility of such a re- 
sult,gand it becomes necessary ‘for the pub- 
lic to understand the real state of affairs. 

Anumberof the business men of Santa 
Ana were informed Tuesday of the course 
Mr. Rohrs was pursuing, and they were 
highly indignant over his actions. Said 
one gentleman, who ise authority on the 
subject of horticulture: “Itis a case of 
‘cholera,’ and we have it right here under 
our noses, Itell you, the people ought to 
know aboutit. The herticultural industry 
of Southern Californiais at stake, and its 
interests should notobe jeopardized."’ 

Tbe feeffig is very strong against Mr. 
Rotrs ampng these who have been in- 
formed as to the course he is pursuing, 
andfin all probability apublic meeting will 
be called today or tomorrow by the Cham- 
ber ot Commerce, or citizens, so that the 
real situation may be understood. 

A PROMINENT VISITOR. 

There is at the present time in Santa 
Ana a prominent foreign gentleman who is 
making a tour of the world in the interest 
of the horticultural industry. The gentle- | 
manis Sir John Bolle, of Gorz, Austria. 
He has been sent on his mission by the Aus- 
trian government, and is given his own 
time to complete his investigations. Mr. 
Bolle is Knight of the Iron Crown, third 
class; director of the I. R. Experimental 
Station of Agricultural Chemistry, and 
president of the I. R. Agricultural So- 
clety. 

His mission in Orange county is to gather 
information on the mysterious California 
vine disease, and to obtain such other in- 
formation in reference to the horticultural 
industry as may be possible, On Monday 
Mr. Bolle and Prof, N. B. Pierce, together 
with the Times correspondent, proceeded 
to Santa Fe Springs and Norwalk, where 
the vine disease was studied in its various 
stages. Tuesday a trip was made to sev- 
eral vineyards near Santa Anafor similar 
purposes. 

Before retuning to the city, the small 
vineyard owned by Mr. Rohrs, in which 
pbylloxera has been discovered, Was visited, 
but the owner refused the gentlemen ad- 
mittance. Mr. Bolle knows a great deal of 
the ravages of phylloxera in his own coun- 
try, and is free to say that the public here 
should be made aware of its destructive- 
ness, and that steps should be taken at 
once tostampit out of existence. Itcan 
be done. 

Mr. Bolle expects to leave Santa Ana to- 
day or tomorrow for Northern California, 
and thence East, to St. Louis and Chicago 
in time to visit the World's Fair.

There is not so 
much as a rocking-chair to rock the ba- 
bies in. SoCerps No. 1, feeling a broth- 
erly love for Corps No. 2, invited its 
members up tothe larger barracks to 
hold a meeting and better their finances. 
He would proceed to introduce the char- 
acters in attendance, whom he did not 
know from Adam in that toggery, and 
they would tell something of the work 
of the Salvation Army in the countries 
they represented, 

The countries, or the characters rep- 
resting them, came out as called, amid 
‘*hallelujahs’’ and volleys that made the 
house ring. Nobody but members of a 
Salvation Army cou'd fire off speeches 
and music with such dash and vigor as 
was exhibited on that crowded platform 
last evening.

Men may not buy as much furniture 
in dull times, nor a good many other
